Paris, Jan. 20.—The ramifications of 
the case of Lemoine, “The Diamond 
M aker,” whom Sir Julius W ernher of 
the DeBeers Mining company is prose­ 
cuting for swindling him out of $320,- 
000, is attracting much attention, not 
only in France, but in England and 
throughout 
Europe 
generally . 
The 
case in one particular bears a resem ­ 
blance to all the recent great swindles, 
such as the Hum bert safe m y stery in 
France, the Chadwick affair in Ameri­ 
ca and the Druee case in England, 
namely , its solution depends upon a 
secret bey ond the reach of investiga­ 
tors. 
Lemoine’s formula for the m anufac­ 
ture of diamonds is securely locked up 
in a bank in London, the officials of 
which, upon Lemoine’s demand, refuse 
to deliver it to the French court, which 
desires to make a trial of its efficacy 
in the presence of experts who are 
now examining specimens of diamonds 
Lemoine claims to have manufactured. 
Meanwhile Lemoine, 
who 
a 
few 
y ears ago was a canvasser for an ad­ 
vertising firm, but who since he began 
his present operations has lived lux­ 
uriously in a magnificent house in the 
Rue Pigalle, languishes in jail, offer- 
ihg if released to repeat his experi­ 
ments and prove the legitimacy of his 
invention. 
W hile W ernher is convinced that he 
was duped by clever legerdemain and 
the public is amused at the many curi­ 
ous incidents of the case, there is 
enough division of opinion in the sci­ 
entific camp to keep up a lively inter­ 
est in the affair. 
Scientists point out 
th at the substitution of a genuine dia­ 
mond in an electric furnace would be 
impossible, ns the tem perature of the 
electric arc would transform the dia­ 
mond into graphite. 
Henri Moissan, winner of the Nobel 
prize, who died recently , produced mi­ 
croscopic diamonds from iron and car­ 
bon in an electric furnace of a tem ­ 
perature of 7,000 degrees, but tliw> 
were of insignificant commercial value, 
and the m ajority of scientists say it is 
ridiculous to suppose that Lemoine 
succeeded where Moissan failed. 
Nevertheless others, like W urtz, the 
eminent chemist, are of the opinion 
that it is not impossible to produce 
chemical diamonds if the operation is 
performed under sufficient pressure to 
the proper solvent of carbon.

moine, it is known, unlike Moissan, 
uses 
chemicals, 
not 
metals. 
They 
doubt, however, the discovery of a sol­ 
vent of carbon. 
Lord Armstrong, who witnessed the 
experim ents, publicly avows his abso­ 
lute faith in Lemoine’s method.

The penal code bill, 
which is the unfinished business in 
both houses, was displaced in the 
senate today by the bill authorizing 
the extension of the streetcar tracks 
to the Union depot in W ashington, and 
will be displaced in the house a day 
or tw'o later by the urgent deficiency 
appropriation bili. As reported the de­ 
ficiency bill will carry an appropria­ 
tion of som ething over $2 0,000,000, and 
as $12,000,000 of this am ount will be 
for the continuation of work on the 
isthmian canal, it is considered as 
almost certain that the canRl question 
wri!l be considered extensively in con­ 
nection with this bill. 
The bill will 
also carry large deficiency appropria­ 
tions for both the war and navy de­ 
parts, and it is not improbable that 
there will be more or less dealing w ith 
those two branches of the government 
service. 
Senator Aldrich, chairman 
of the committee on finance, hopes to 
report his financial bill after the m eet­ 
ing of the committee on Tuesday , but 
if even he should be successful in get­ 
ting the bill out of the com m ittee’s 
hands so early , it is expected that dis­ 
cussion of the m easure iwll be de­ 
ferred for ten day s or two weeks to 
permit senators to prepare them selves 
for it. 
It is considered probable that 
the financial debate will consume at 
least two or three weeks.

ELY D IS P L A Y S ITS J OY 


T h r e e Miners Entom bed for Forty -Six 


D ay s Restored to Friends. 
Ely, Nev., J an. 20.—After having 
heen entombed forty-six days in the 
Alpha shaft of the Giroux mine, A. D. 
Bailey, P. J . Brown and Fred McDon­ 
ald have been rescued. 
At 8:30 
o’clock last night Bailey was brought 
out. 
Fourteen minutes later McDon­ 
ald came to the surface, while ten min­ 
utes later Brown was brought up. 
W histles all over the district blew 
loudly, while crowds cheered in the 
streets of Ely and every bell in the 
town was ringing. 
• 
“ A h!” 
This was the first exclama­ 
tion of Bailey when he reached the 
outer air. 
Without another word he 
tottered forward into the arms of com­ 
rades who stood ready to assist him, 
and was led to the change room of the 
Alpha shop, where in a few minutes he 
recuperated. 
“ By George, it certainly seem s fine 
to be out of that hell hole,” said Fred 
McDonald as he was led away, telling 
his brother in a high-pitched voice of 
his terrible experience. 
“ Say, somebody, give me a chewr of 
tobacco,” said Brown, “ I’m on the bum, 
all right.” 
All of the men wrere su­ 
premely happy. 
About 8 o’clock last night the fact 
that an entry to the surface of the 
debris in the mine had been effected 
had been telephoned to the men anx­ 
ious ly_ waiting. a£ t_he„ ton,, 
The eiv 


tombed men had been working several 
hours in digging their way to freedom 
from the 1,000-foot level. 
The res­ 
cuers at the same time were doing all 
in their power to remove earth that 
w as blocking the mouth of the 1,000- 
foot tunnel. 
To the anxious crowd waiting at 
the shaft mouth the bell signalled, 
“ One, two three—hoist awfay,” and 
upon realization of this fact a loud 
cheer burst from the great throng. 
Suddenly the basket rose to the sur­ 
face. In it was one of the rescue party 
supporting Bailey. 
His first coherent 
! question as he was being half led, half 
carried to the shaft house was about 
his wife. Mrs. Bailey was not present, 
one of her children being ill, and she 
preferred to meet her husband at their 
home where no throng of curious 
would be present. 
Bailey soon declared him self suffi­ 
ciently rested to make the trip home, 
where he went soon afterward, sup­ 
ported on either side by a friend. 
Another shout of joy echoed when 
Fred McDonald was brought out and 
given to the care of those anxiously 
waiting, a brother and several friends. 
Peter Brown received as great an ova­ 
tion in the crowd as either of the 
others. 
On the morning of Dec. 4 Brown, 
! McDonald and Bailey and two Greeks 
were wrorking in the bottom of the 
three compartments shaft, eighty-five 
feet below the pump station and 1,085 
feet below the surface. 
The cave-in 
occurred at 9 o’clock. 
The cable used 
to haul the cage from the third com­ 
partment shaft snapped and thousands 
of tons of rock, debris and timbers fell 
down into the shaft. From the bottom 
of the compartment in which the men 
were working to the pumping station, 
a distance of eighty-five feet, a series 
of rickety ladders offered the only 
means of escape. 
With 
falling 
rocks 
and 
timbers 
streaming down upon them, the five 
men struggled up these ladders. 
Half 
way up falling timbers knocked the* 
two Greeks from the ladders, killing 
them. 
Bailey, McDonald and Brown 
managed to reach the pump station. 
Its well-timbered roof withstood the 
rock and timber that came down the 
shaft and offered them safety and 
shelter. 
Here for the first day after 
the cave-in the men crouched while 
they could hear rocks and timbers 
falling above them. 
At first it was 
thought that the men had perished, 
but twenty-four hours after the cave-in 
the three men who occupied the pump­ 
ing station managed to make them­ 
selves heard by tapping upon the six- 
inch water pipe that stretched from 
the pumping station to the surface. It 
was this pipe that was the means of 
saving the lives of the men. 
When I 
communication was once established 
with the outside world, the men had , 
made known the fact that they were 
still alive, food and drink were low- I 
ered through the pipe. A large supply 
was sent down, as it was thought that 
the pipe connection might be destroy- 1 
ed before the rescuers could reach the 
entombed men, but throughout th^ir 
imprisonment this pipe has been in 
daily use. 
A portable telephone was 
lowered and the men were able to talk 
with the people above.

BOAT OF NEWSPAPERS. 


G. W. J ohnson to Row From Florida to 
N ew York In Paper Shell. 
George W. J ohnson, an old time Har­ 
lem river oarsman, now living in S t 
Augustine, Fla., is constructing a pe­ 
culiar boat in which he contemplates 
rowing from St. Augustine to New 
York via the inside route—through the 
sounds, the bayous and canals—next 
spring, says the New York Herald. 
The boat is to be constructed of news­ 
papers and to be in the form of a 
shell, with a little more beam than the 
ordinary racing type. 
Mr. J ohnson 
rowed from New York to Boston iu 
1888 in a somewhat similar craft.

feet by twenty inches beam, six inches 
deep, and It will have ten water tight 
bulkheads.

About twenty thicknesses of paper are 
to be used for the hull of the shell,

HE life of Helen Keller has been a miracle in education; a living sermon 
of inspiration and protest to those who dare to murmur at their lack of 
opportunity and weakly surrender to an environment which they accept as final. 
Nature herself seems to have stepped aside for this girl with a purpose. One 
of the most beautiful phases of her wonderful autobiography recently pub­ 
lished, is the steadfastness, wisdom and consecration of her teacher, counselor 
and friend, Miss Annie M. Sullivan. 
Helen Keller s conquest has not been a 
solo of triumph, it has been a beautiful duo of effort of two faithful souls. 
It was in the little town of Tuscumbia, Ala., where her widowed mother 
still resides, that Miss Keller was born in 1880. 
Her father, who had been a 
Captain in the Confederate Army, was a man of marked mental ability, the 
proprietor and editor of the local paper. 
At the age of nineteen months, 
Helen was stricken with a severe stomach trouble which left her deaf, dumb 
and blind—a grim trio of afflictions that seemed to close forever the door of 
light and hope— the only avenue of the mind to reach the w’orld through the 
senses being touch. 
When she was seven years old, through the kindly influence of Dr. 
Alexander Graham 
Bell, Mr. 
Anagnos, director of the 
Perkins school 
for the blind, sent Miss Sullivan to Tuscumbia as her teacher. 
Helen 
was then a perverse, rebellious child, intolerant of discipline; but as her 
mind became illuminated by the sunlig ht of truth, her life was gradually 
transformed into one of sweetness, calmness and gracious humility. 
The long series of patient trials and ingenious ways by which Helen 
learned to read with her little index finger placed on the lips of her teacher, 
the words spoken and then to translate the vibrations into ideas, makes a 
wondrous story. 
Slowly, step by step, was the progress made, until today 
Miss Keller, a graduate of Radcliffe College, has passed examinations in 
Latin, Greek, French and German, and writing all these languages on her 
typewriter, mastering higher mathematics, chemistry and all the other 
prescribed studies, through the sense of touch, which contains all her memor­ 
ies in one. 
She can row. swim, play chess and cards and do many other 
things that challenge credence. 
Her nature seems to have been chastened 
and sweetened by her sorrow and she is as happy as a woman whose sky has 
never had a cloud.

Nobel P. Randall, physical director 
at the Montclair (N. J. ) Y. M. C. A. , 
has announced the results of an experi­ 
ment in agriculture w hich will be of in­ 
terest to gardeners, both am ateur and 
professional, and which indicates that 
the soil of northern N ew Jersey is 
adapted to the culture of a hitherto 
neglected product, says a Montclair dis­ 
patch to the New York Herald. 
L ast 
June Mr. Randall planted a test patch 
with peanuts, and the results have been 
such that he expects even more profit­ 
able returns. 
The peanut kernels were planted in 
sandy soil, and Mr. Randall gave to 
them the sam e care that is usually be­ 
stowed on a corn crop. 
When the 
vines began to spread, all cultivation 
w as stopped, and the harvest, while 
np U dl marketable^ abundance* has re­ 


vealed 
the 
fact that 
the 
particular 
Montclair soil which Mr. Randall se­ 
lected Is almost equal to that of Vir­ 
ginia in producing fine goobers. 
Last 
year Mr. 
Randall 
planted 
only 
the 
red husk varieties, and the yield is 
much larger than after similar exp eri-} 
ments in 1 9 06, when he planted the 
yellow skinned variety. 
Mr. Randall expects to devote a lar­ 
ger acreage to peanuts next summer, 
and an effort will also be made to in­ 
duce farmers and truck gardeners in ‘ 
the northern section of New* Jersey to 
devote a portion of their tracts to test 
patches, so that more definite results 
can be obtained. 
The profits in pea­ 
nuts are large, and the cultivation and 
harvest require less work than a sim­ 
ilar acreage of potatoes.

Or Roosevelt; who has found a few 
W h o can lie fluently—and do?” 
There is another advantage to the 
secret ambition held by the average 
American of some dajr being cartooned 
by the newspapers and

Chief.” 
It has kept many out of the 
penitentiary. 
W ho can tell how many 
men would have robbed lien roosts but 
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did not dream at that time of ever be­ 
ing mistress of the historic mansion.

The wife of the war secretary, who 
may become first lady of the land, be­ 
lieves in higher education for women, 
takes a deep interest in musical affairs, 
is a good conversationalist, full of an­ 
ecdotes of her travels, and is withal 
a tactful and gracious hostess very 
popular iu Washington society. 
She 
is quite as good a politician as her 
husband and is probably more ambi­ 
tious for him than he is for himself.
